In the Specification: 

Please replace the paragraph beginning at Page 13, Line 5 with the following rewritten paragraph: 


In the preferred embodiment, the housing 14 consists of a cylindrical tube mat is sealed at 
the upper end, as shown in FIG. 3. The housing 14 is preferably made of plastic, however, any 
suitable commercially available material may be used. The bottom 38 of the housing is 
preferably open and the inner surface 42 of the housing is threaded. Any standard or metric 
thread size may be used. A plunger 16 is preferably connected to the sealed end 50 and is 
suspended in alignment with the central axis 36 of housing 14. The housing 14 is sized to 
threadedly receive the cartridge 12. In the preferred embodiment, there is a plurality of openings 
44 cut through the housing 14 parallel to the central axis 36 of housing 14. These openings 44 
allow for normally trapped air to be exhausted as the plunger 16 either advances or retards. The 
plurality of openings 44 also creates an inspection window 46 within the housing 14. The 
inspection window 46 also allows access to the optical or electromagnetic strip within the 
encoded area 24. A lip 48 at the bottom 38 of the housing 14 provide for a manually removable
